The High School Alumni—=Needed Reform
in cur Common School System.
1 A8T evening, at the annual meeting of the
Alumn! of the Central High School, a com-
mittee, nojolnted to defpnd the Institution
from any atiackssubmitted s report and series
of resolutions, which, If eartled out, will do
much towards remedying the evils into which
the whole common school system of our ity
has fallen. One of the resolations declared
“That unless some reform 4 speedily made 1

the clnss o1 porsons seleoted to be the § |ll,:;'l\1
ol our educitionsl system, the queziion will

arme whether the wholo eleotive plan, s tar as |
sehool conteellnra is conceraed, Is |

not a rathenl evil, and cdorts be desmeld Beoos-
Bary (0 secule the uppointmont ol oflicerp by the
Coutin”

The loud applause with which this rasolu-
tion was received, aud the nea ly unsalmnous
vote by which it wag adopted, testitied to the
earnost determinntion of the meeting to ses
that some cure be gougint and found fur the
disgrace which is nmow scitling upen our
gcheols, The Iligh School as ot pregent con-

ducted, is not guided by those whose ability '

and pogition fit them to be “judges of an edu-
cational sretem.” The Fuculty of the insti-
tution is bound hand and {bot by a commities
of the Boardof Control, rod it was said and
is commonly reported that the chulrman of
that commistee is opposed to the very exist-
ence of the institution wiieh he was selectud
togovern, The decided anowmaly 18 presented of
a standog committee to rule a scliool
peing pres.ded over by a gentleman opposed

to the objects for which the committee was |

cereated. We do uot desire to do any one

are many fiults that need correction, many

evils for which there should be a remedy; yot |

we hold that evils can be refurmed by proper
action of the board of Coentrol, and without
the abolition of the iustitution. Relormation
is needed in the system, pud relormation will
not injure the Bowmd itselt, It Is rather

through the neglect ol the gentlemen whose |

duty it was o direct the plun of education in
the ri. bt channvel, than beciuse of any radical
defe :1 In the school itse.f,

The questioa 18 now susing whether it were
1ot indeed better that thers be some amend-
ment in the law, so as to male the Coop-
trallers, like the Board ol Health and Guardians
of the Poor, the appointments of the Julges
of our Counly Courts, There are many

reasons to be adduced in favor of sueh a |

change, and many in opposition. 1t would
certainly have the effect of elevating the
atatus of the Controllers, As the law at pre-
gent reads, the oflice 18 given away &5 the
petty present due to avy scheming yet igno-
rant politician. Within a few days we were
told by a gentleman who oftéen officiates as
delegate to the ward conventions, that “the
end of the ticket being Sehool Directors, wis
usually filied up with bar-tenders, as a bid for
their influence.”

fuch an acknowledgment 1s a disgrace to
our city. Why could we nou have 1t arranged
similarly to that of our sister sister of Boston,
where it i an honor, a compliment to be
appreciated, for any citizen to be chosen to
the post? It is equivalent to the public asser-
tion that the gentleman was peculiarly fltted,
by learning und probity, for so lmportaat a
duty as guiding the course of youthiul study.
On the contrary, in our own ciby there are bw
able men who will condescond to go fiest luto

the ward couventions, the precinet meedngs, |
then into the directors, and altor beiog con- |
taminated with the contest, come into the |
Board of Control, to be worse contaminated |

than before, What we need is atotal separation
of the educational and the po itical terosts
of cur city. They bave nothlog to do with
each other in character; they are dia netricully
opposed in fact; thon why should they be
governed by the same men, and the same haad
sign a diploma as issnes an alderman’s writ, or
drafts the resolutions for the adoption of a
political convention ?

The Committee have well expre«scd the
needed clange when they say, “We fmplore
our fellow-citizens to joln with us in remfov-
ing the educational interests of our city from
all politicel influence, which can only deégrade
and injure the cause of knowledg» and ad-
vancement.” There |3 no necessity lor advo-
cating the High Behool. 1t has seat forth
flve thousand graduntes within its short lite,
They are holding almost ¢yery position in the
community. Vhey are, despite the nisertlons
to the contrary, good, trustworthy, and, lo
many cases, distingulshed citizens, We could
point to a score who are moulding the finan-
clal, poltical, religions, and sclensific world,
who hold her diplomas. The institution s a
beneflt, an incalculable bepefit to our city.
Without it the wholesystem would have sunk

to the level from which the High School
ralsed it, Each grammar school would be an
Independent and separate loatitution. They
would have no common Jlevel, They would
have no generous emulation, and the depres-
sion of the whole system wonld be the ineyl
table result, We are, theretore, most atrenn-
ously opposed to its discontinuance. It s at
present better managed, so far s the Prin.
cipal Is concerned, than it has been withia
the past ton years; and were it not for the
continual tampering of the Committee of the
Controllers, its standard would be elevated
#till higher.

Mony of our readers do not know how the
wheels within wheels of the Board are work-
icg, ana we have not space to tell them here,
At =ome (uture t'me, when the interssts of
the scoool demand, we will make a full esnoge
of how the “guides of our educational system”
liold an inquisition, a Scar Chamber conacll,
and how all these actions tend Lo raise the
standard of popular learning. As it at pre-
gent stands we must cougratulate the com-
munity that a committee of thirteen, many of
them our first citizens, were appointed at the
Alumni mecting, who will watch with lyonx
¢yes any effort to destroy the school, and
revenl wbat lies behind the veil, of the motives
| which govern the Controllers and also cor-
tum of the prolessors of the institution.
